1. His Majefty the King of Pruffia defires their 


High Mightineffes the States General, to pafs'a_ 


Refolution upon the Memorials prefented to their 
High Mightineffles the 3d and 26ch of July paft 
by Baron .Schmettau his Minifter, touching the 
Affair of Neufchatel, to the End his Majefty may 
find the Effect of the Affiftance promis’d him by 
the Treaties, conformably to what Hér Majefty 
the Queen of Great Britain does on Her Part in the 
(aid Affair. His Majefty leaves to the good Pleafure 


of their High Mightineffes the manner in which © 


they fall’ think fir to give the faid Affiftance ; but 


he is perfwaded, and upon gcod Grounds, that the 


fending a Miri*er exprefly, under what Caracter 
foever, provided he be furnith'd with credential Let- 
ters from their High Mightineffes, would have the 
moft Effect: That Perfon might likewife be ufe- 
ful among the Swifs Cantons in the prefene Juncture

A3 to the Accommodation by a proviGonal Par- 


tition of the upper Gelderland, now in poffeffion of 
the Forces of. the King and_ of their igh Mighti- 
neffes, his Majefty is defirous to know whether they 


are difpos'd on their Part to finith the Negociation 
that is On Foot and as good as brought to a Con- 
clufien. That Accommodation being mutually the 
Intereft of the King and of the States, and even 
neceffary for preventing Difputes and Yaconveni- 
éncies, his Majefty is the more diffos’d to it ona 
Foot of Equity, and believes that the faid Accom- 
modation prepared already by the Propofals that 
have been made on both fides fome time ago, might 


be terminated, if the States would, without more 


Delay. While that Accommodation is deferr’d, the 
King promifes himfelf from the Equiry of their 
High Mightineffes, that they will give fuch Order 
that his Majefty may nor be difturb’d in bis Part 
of the faid Country which he poffeffes by as good 
a Title as the States do theirs; his Majefty having 


‘given like Order to the Regency of Cleves, and

refpe& to the reft of the faid Country poffefs’

3. That his Majefty thali mot meddle with the 
Revenues of the reft of upper Gelderland. 

4. That upon a general Sammonjng in of Carts, 
Pioneers, and the like, fot the Service of the Army 
which fhall a& on the Maefe or in Brabant againft 
the common Enemy, bis Majefty thall oblige the 
forefaid Places and Diftrié&s to fursith their ufaal 
Contingents. | 

Thet the faid Places and Diftrict:, pay, 
yearly at 4 yo Terms to the Receiver Gene- 
ral of upper Gelderland refiding ar Ruremonde, 
their ufual Portion of the Aonval Impofts and In- 
tereft with which the upper Gelderland is charg’d, 
on Account of 24000 Gailders that is to be pay’d 
yearly by the whole upper Gelderland, for dif- 
charging the Intereft of a Capital Sum of 540000 
Guilders lent (in the Year 1692 ro the late 
King of Spain on. his engaging the faid upper 
Gelderland for paying the faid. Interefts, ) under 
the Guaranty of their High Mightinefiks gwen 
the 19th of March of thac Year, tl fucb Time as 
the Capital it felf thall be all paid off. : 


6. That the Sums charg'd upon the Demefnes 


of upper Gelderland, thall iffae out of the re- 
ag Demefnes upon which thev are at pre- 
ent levied, or on which they weére levied du- 
ring, the Reign of the lace King of Spain ; and

Accofhprs of the former Receivers.
